When some suggested that 
ie was the Messiah. others 
would respond. doubtingly. 
P ps snecringly. “Isn't this 
he son of Joseph and Mary? 
Don't we know His brothers 
nd sisters? Did any of the 
prophets say that the Messiah 
‘ould come from Galilee? 

From that time to this. men‘ 
have raised questions as to the 
ordinariness of Jesus. i.c.. 
reconciling His ordinariness 
with the claims made by Him. 
that He was the Son of God. 
the Messiah. the Lord. 

The Scriptures insist on 
maintaining both His ordinar- 
iness and His e¢xtraordinarin- 
ess. He is represented as 
Bairn Born in a Barn. and as 
the ruler of an -everlasting 
Kingdom. 

“Although He was God, He 
decided not to take advantage 
of His being equal with God. 
but He emptied Himself, made 
Himself a slave. became like 
other human beings.-and was 
seen to have the ways of a 
man. He became obedient and 
humbled Himself til He died, 
yes. died on a cross. That is 
why God also raised Him up on 
high and gave Him a name 
above every other name, that 
at the name of Jesus, everyone 
on Heaven and earth should 
kneel and confess: Jesus 
Christ is Lord™'! 

“We do not have a High 
Priest who cannot be affected 
with our weaknesses, but One 
Who was in every way 
tempted as we ourselves are, 
only withoit sin. Let us 
therefore come boldly to the 
throne of grace, so that we 
‘may obtain mercy and find 
grace to help us when we need 
it.” 

The Chruch has struggled to 
maintain these two paradoxi- 
cal strands of the Bible's 
teaching about Him.

Actinolite Village on Hwy. 
37 just south of Highway seven 
has had three names — the 
church two names. 

First called Troy at founding 
in 1854, renamed Bridgewat- 
er, then Actinolite when min- 
ing of that substance began. 
+ Extensive marble deposits 
were discovered, and _ the 


| church was built of marble, 


| quarried right behind it, and 
called the *‘Marble Church” 
after Union, Actinolite United 
Churth, i 

Fire destroyed t of the 
thriving village May@4, 1889, 
also the church interidr leaving 
only the walls standing. 

Rebuilding was soon begun. 
It was hard going as insurance 
was only $2,000. But mortgag- 
es were repaid by 1902. With 
business wiped out, people 
had left town, reducing the 
congregation. 

When first built, a bell was 
installed in the tower, an 
organ in the choir loft in the 
rear gallery; seating was for 
500; seats cushioned — aisle 
carpeted — cushions surroun- 
ded the communion rail, the 
common Chalice was used. 

The cornerstone was laid 
June 21, 1864. $2,200 had 
been subscribed in advance. 

Founder of the village, later 
to become Senator Billa Flint 
— donated $1,000. At dedica- 
tion, March 4, 1866, there 


| were “three services in severe 
| cold weather and bad roads.”’ 


Said then to be “‘one of the 
most beautiful in Canada,” 
the Marble Church was also 
believed to be the only one in | 
Canada constructed of that 
material. 

The church is 68 x 39% feet, 
which doubles for a vestry, 
and where now services are 
held most of the year. An oil 
space heater, more convenient 
that the wood burning furnace 
under the church, is used, An 
old Thomas organ and pulpit 
from the United Church at 
Bethel are used in the hall.

Fertilizer - 


Eastern Ontario farmers 
who have not already purchas- 
ed this year's fertilizer re- 
quirement will not only have to 
pay. higher prices. but -will 
likely experience difficulties in 
dbtaining adequate supplies 
whether it be phosphate. 
potash or nitrogen fertilizer. 

A study by ihe Business 
Managemént staff at Kempt- 
ville College indicates that 
these shortages have been 
caused by increased demand, 
U.S. Government Icgislation. 
the energy crisis and rail 
strikes, 

U.S. Government legislation 
has helped to cause the 
shortage in Eastern Ontario. 
Firstly, the U.S. Government 
cut reduced price ceilings on 
fertilizer for domestic use last 
summer which were sect at 
such low levels that the 
fertilizer manufacturers — in- 
creased their export commit- 
ments because much higher 
prices could be obtained in 
these markets. Secondly. the 
U.S. Government released 40 
million acres from its land 
bank, These two actions have 
increased the demand for 
fertilizer in 1974 to such an 
extent that phosphate exports 
have been cut to 80% of that 
contracted, 

Rail strikes have also played 
their part in the fertilizer 
shortage, The strike by the 
nonoperating railway workers 
last vear resulted in potash 
supplics from western to 
eastern Canada to fall behind 
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should now be taken

documents. He suggests one | 
drawer for business records, | 
one for production details and | 
one for the wife's home | 
records and receipts. 

The cabinet drawers should 
be the right size to hold | 
regular size filing folders | 
which you can buy at any | 
stationery store, This means 
the inside dimensions should | 
be about 12') inches wide and | 
ll inches deep. 

You can divide cach drawer 
into a number of sections with | 
cardboard = dividers. For) 
example, the business drawer | 
could contain the following | 
headings: Bills Unpaid, Bills | 
Paid, Income Records, Ac- 
count Books and Inventories, 
Banking and Borrowing, Tax. | 
es, Insurance, Business Man. | 
agement, Organizations and | 
Valuable Papers. 

Each of these sections will | 
likely need more than one file, 
the exact number and the | 
heading you pul on them will | 
depend on your own farm. | 

In the production drawer, | 
sou may want to put in 
sections for Crops and Soils, 
Livestock, Machinery and 
Equipment, Buildings and 
Miscellaneous. If you produce 
ans specialized cash crops you 

may want a separate section | 
for cach of these. 

In planning the file folders | 
to be put in cach secion, itis a 
good idea to write down on a 
sheet of paper all the possible 
topics that might be included. 
Then, some of them may be so 
closely related that thes can be 
grouped together in a single | | 
file folder. Correspondence is _ 
best filed in the folder to which 
it refers. 

Don't let the files get too 
thick though. Hf a file folder 
gets more than about three 
quarter of an inch thick, it is a 
good idea to divide it into two 
separate headings. On some 
topics, especially many of the 
business ones, vou will want to 
start a separate file at the 
beginning of cach year. In this 
was, sou will have a file for 
Bills Paid - 1973 and another 
for Bills Paid . 1974, On other 
topics such as Insurance, the 
same file should carry on from 
sear to sear.
